are likely to meet them. 
In view ot the danger of rabies, 
It Is Important to find out whether 
or not the blttnff dogr.te really rabid. 
This is done by examining the brain 
of the animal after It has been killed. 
As soon as a person !•» bitten the 
wound should be allowed to bleed as 
much as possible. Then It should be 
cauterired with carbolic or nitric 
acid, applying It carefully BO as to 
keep from burning a large surface 
of the skin. 


"When a person Is bitten by an ani- 


mal one should notify the Health De- 
partment or health officer at once for 
advice on wfiat to 6*0 and for treat- 
ment. If It Is found that the dog had 
rabies It Will be necessary to take the 
Pasteur treatment, which continues 
over a period of about twenty days. 
Any local or State Board of Health 
will give you advice on what to do. 


If a dog is suspected of being mad 
it should be kept under observation 
in a suitable place. 
Within five or 


six days it will g-lvc every evidence 
of the disease and qinckly die. Then 
its brain Is examined to verify (he 
diagnosis 


Dog lovers do not like to muzzle 
their pets. But the only sure way 
to stamp out hydrophobia and make 
the public safe from the disease is 
to insist on do£s wearing muzzles In 
publia placesT 
It takes from three to eig-ht weeks, 


or even longer, for the disease to de- 
velop. >-Toward the end of the incu- 
bation period the bitten person be- 
comes irritable, wakeful and 3e- 
pressed

rigid. Swallowing becomes very dif- 
ficult and he has great fear in drink.

E ARE always afraid of 
the word “hydrophobia.” 
It bias a sinister sound, and

4.horses, cattle, swine, as 
well 
as 
skunks and wolv es. 
W olv es seem 
to *be the most dangerous of all ani­ 
mals in this respect, but few of us 
are likely to meet them. 
In v iew of the danger of rabies, 
it is im p ortant to find out whether 
or not the biting dog is really rabid. 
This is done by ex amining the brain 
of the animal after it has been killed. 
As soon os 
a person Is bitten the 
wound should be allowed to bleed as 
much as possible. 
Then it should be 
cauterized 
with 
carbolic or 
nitric 
acid, ap plying it carefully so as to 
k eep from burning a large surface 
of the sk in. 
W hen a person is bitten by an ani­ 
mal one should notify the Health De­ 
p artm ent or health officer at once for 
adv ice on w hat to do and for treat 
ment. 
If it is found that the dog had 
rabies it will be necessary to tak e the 
Pasteur treatm ent, which continues 
ov er a period of about twenty days. 
Any local or State 
Board of Health 
will giv e you adv ice on what to do, 
If a dog is suspected of being mad 
it should be k ept under observ ation 
in a suitable place. 
Within fiv e or 
six days it will giv e, ev ery ev idence 
of the disease and q uick ly die. Then 
its brain is examined to v erify the 
diagnosis 
Dog lov ers do not lik e to muzzle 
their pets. 
But the only sure wav 
to stamp out hydrophobia and mak e 
the public safe from the disease is 
to insist on dogs wearing 
muzzles in 
public places! 
It tak es from three to eight week s, 
or ev en longer, for the disease to de­ 
v elop. 
Toward the end of the incu­ 
bation period the bitten person be* 
comes 
irritable, 
wak eful 
and 
dc* 
pressed. 
He 
has 
headaches 
and 
fev er, and soon his muscles becomes 
rigid. 
Swallowing becomes v ery dif­ 
ficult and he has great fear in drink ­ 
ing because of the pain it causes, 
hence the name “hydrophobia," the 
word meaning fear of water.
